' this amount the Pepper .group is represented as spend- 


ing $1,045,000; the Var« faction 
$595,754 anfl -the 


Pinchot organization $195,000. 


Secretary Mellon defends the use of huge sums in 


the (primary campaign on the ground that it was 
necessary. ' Without a big war chest, it is impos- 
sible to make an effective appeal to the voters, he 
says in effect In a state^as large, and as thickly 
populated, and1 representing as many diverse inter- 
ests and classes of citizenship, a fight of the char- 
acter required to make a fair showing calls for lav- 
ish spending. 


Those who have watched the development of the 


primary system will be compelled to admit there is a 
measure of truth in Mr. Mellon's observations. 
In 


Nebraska, a state Trtth less population than is em- 
braced in the city of Philadelphia alone, it has not 
been unsual for a gubernatorial candidate to spend 


' from $26,000 to $30,000 in his canvass. When one 


considers there are a score of cities in Pennsylvania 
with populations in excess of 50,000, it is easy to 
appreciate that a campaign carried directly to the 
voters is a fearfully expensive proposition. This is 
the most 
conspicuous weakness 
of the 
primary 


plan. It has gotten so that no one without a well- 
fllled purse can aspire to public office. It has be- 
come so burdensome that even rich men look to in- 
terests, with selfiah purposes to serve, to help fi- 
nance their candidacies. The cost of conducting a pri- 
mary campaign has brought back into politics the 
very forces which outraged the convention plan and 
led to its abandonment In favor of tlie primary- But 
tha* does not alter the moral question involved. 
« • * • 


The position which Mr. Mellon has taken furnishes 


& very excellent view «f the man. 


H« is intensely practical. 
"He believes that the end justifies the means, TVhat 


is necessary should be clone irrespective of the.moral 
considerations involved. In this particular election, 
it was rital/that three contesting groups in Pennsyl- 
vania should spend a sum twice as gieat as the demo- 
cratic organization spent in conducting a national 
campaign in 1924. Hence there is nothing wrong 
about it 


If Mr. Mellon believes that $1,825,000 is not an ex- 


cessive *urn to spend in a state primary contest, it 
will be enlightening to know what he considers to 
be an ample fund for the republican national com- 
mittee. Proportionately, it would seem the secretary 
e{ the treasury thinks that $30,000,000 to $40,000,000 
is not an improper amount to be expended in help- 
ing the voters to see the liftht. The greatest Blush 
fund ever raised wis credited to Mark Hanna, in 
charg* of the McKlnley Campaign. It was placed at 
$26,000,000 and every organization with,a selfish in- 
terest in legislation and in government was "tapped" 
for the money. There were outcries against the huge 
auros spent by the republican national committee in 
1920, and again m 1924,, but they were 
generally 


ignored. It Is fairly evident and has been for some 
time that the charges of huge campaign funds was 
not fiction.

•1,OM,MD of their money to insure the selection of the 
"right man for the senate."

It 
should b* a source of shame to every man and wo- 
man wfee entertains exalted ideals of government. Mr. 
Kellan may belier* that it is right and proper but 
the gr*at majority of the American people will view 
at with alarm and concern.

<i*cener in this country; still a deep reverence for 
ita agencies and its institutions. They shall not be 
aade tie pawn of millionaires for the express pur- 
pose at further *nrici>ing themselves. 


NATURE'S WAY OF DOING THINGS. 


What nature will do when man gives her an even 


chanc« is strikingly demonstrated by the success 
of aa experiment In the restoration or wild life on 
a tract of hill land bordering the Mississippi in east- 
era Iowa, conducted by an enthusiastic conservation- 
ist, W. P. Bickel, during the past six years. As a re- 
sult of juat leaving the land to itself, without hu- 
man interference of any kind except to protect it 
from flres, the place has reverted back to its prlmi- 
trre state, with young- forests springing up, biilliant 
flowers of many species covering the ground, and 
multitudes of, birds and smaller mammals makin-j 
thelr\bodes'on it The story of the transformation 
is tol* in an article published by the Christian 
Selene* Monitor. 


On* of the 
remarkable changes that has 
been 


brought about is the entire elimination of the Canada 
thistle pest, which had begun to spread over the 
place when It was being used as a pasture tract Tor 
lire Stock and a nunting and campaign ground for 
•jMrtanen. This plant has entirely disappeared, be- 
ing driT«n out by mo*-« desirable vegetation. Th« 
Canadian thistle, it seem* does not thrive in areas 
unoccupied by mankind. Llka many other noxious 
w*el«. It g*ts a fo«thold only where civilization, has 
oiwwded *«t th* natural flora. 


Two thousand young wild crab-apple trees were 


ia bloom tht* •prlng, wh*r* < year* ago hardly a one 
colrid b* found. Tilt old, fire-damaged timber is be- 
l«f^ replaced by thousand* of young trees in great 
•variety, embracing red and white oak, white birch, 
hard maple, elm, walnut butternut, haw. wild plum, 
and wild ch*rry. There are extensive patches of wild 
atrawbwrl** blackberries. r«d and black raspbcn-lei, 
d*wb*rriea. and fftoiebevrles. 


Tit* abundant* of fruit* and nuts has attracted 


hosts Of bird* and anlmaU who find on the tract 
•iMlr of *u*t*mnc* tit year round. Every kind 


of songbird li r*pro*Mit*d, together with phea*ant«, 
grout*, quail, and aumofow other*.. Raccoon* come 
at night to th* watering trough in th* yard of th* 
house where the owner and his wife live, on on* 
•dg* of th* place. 


Bittersweet had virtually become extinct on the 


Bickel estate before it wa* set aside a* a forest pre- 
serve, under state protection. Now it i< *e*n every- 
where, and the whole area blazes with the scarlet 
radiance of th* berries in th* fall. Fringed gen- 
tians grow In' luxuriance. 


Man oftentimes defeats his own purpose by car- 


rylng hta conquest of nature too far. He wage* 
war against coyote* and 'other predatory beast* in 
order to protect hi* live stock and poultry only to 
have his grain and vegetable crops eaten by rabbits 
or gophers which would otherwise furnish much of 
the food for carnivorous creatures. 
He kills off 


gam* birds and crown, and in return often finds 
his 
fields 
infected with 
destructive Insects. He 


builds great cities and establishes mammoth fac-' 
tories, which enable him to plto up, wealth but de- 
prive him of a natural environments and make him 
more subject'to physical ills. 


It would b* a boon to any community to have 


someone provide such a place reserved for wild 
life as Mr. Bickel has created in the Mississippi 
bluffs. To be able to enjoy such spots, man must learn 
to curb his destructive instinct. 
The human race 


cannot live by machinery alone. It must preserve 
some contact with the things found in nature. 
, 


INCREASED SHIPPING FACILITIES. 


It is of more than passing interest to the Central 


•Western states, including -Nebraska, that the barge 
fleet on .the Mississippi 
has been 
considerably 


augmented. With the tortv now In commission, the 
nineteen huge Goltra barges recently added to the 
flotilla,: and the ten under construction, It is esti- 
mated by transportation experts that •water shipping 
wll be about doubled during the coming summer. 


A year ago 12.000,000 bushels of wheat was ship- 


ped down the Mississippi river to New Orleans for 
export 
trade. 
Rail transportation charges 
from 


Omaha, Lincoln and Kansas City to St. Louis are 
about 4 cents less a bushel that from these points to 
Chicago, so there was tt net saving of nearly half a 
million dollars m the freight charges of those who 
chose to move their grain in this-way. If the wheat 
shipped by water is doubled during the present year, 
the Missouri Valley states will be enriched to the 
extent of $1,000,000. 


I^rom St. Louis to New Orleans by "water, the 


rate is 111-2 cents per hundredweight as against an 
all-rail rate of IS 1-2 cents, or a difference of se-ven 
cents. 


These figures give a striking view of the real aav- 


ngrs which might be accomplished if the Missouri 
river is improved so that its waters may be utilized 
or transportaton. It will mean a saving of not less 
han 7 cents per bushel on wheat—a saving which 
would be reflected in the higher price of wheat on 
the farm. 


STEPHON FOSTER'S MEMORY. 


Kentucky is going to add a special measure to its 


celebration of the glorious Fourth by paying homage 
.0 Stephen Collins Foster, who wrote "My Old Ken- 
:ucky Home" and a score of other equally well- 
known sentimental .songs. There in the locale which 
provided Foster with the inspiration for it, they have 
erected a statue to his memory.

Foster was born on July 4, 1826, at Lawrenceville, 


Pa., as a band was playing patriotic songs outside 
he home of his parents.

No song writer has more in the way of achieve- 
ment to his credit than Foster. In addition to "My 
Old Kentucky Home," which has retained its popu- 
arity through the years, he wrote "Suwanec River," 
'Old Black Joe," "JTellie Gray'" and "Masea's in the 
3old, Cold Ground." During his lifetime 175 of his 
omposltions were published, and in spite of the im- 
mense volume, a larger number have survived "pasa- 
nsr fancy than those of any other song writer. 
The secret of success of Foster's «ongs is, not hard 
o trace. He wrote that which appealed very strong- 
s' to the heart. 
But in spite of their remarkable 


sales and continued popularity, Foster died in povertj.

lluminated field of a. lens of supra- 
norrnal power. But viewed under 
such magnification the lovely "Ani- 
mula," floating from out "the rain- 
bow curtains of the cloud trees into 
he broad sea of light," dazzled 
her human lover ,-n-ith a. combina- 
tion of all the charms that have 
rendered her sex irresistible in this 
arger world and, "though 
the 


>lanet Neptune was not more dis- 
ant from him than "she," continued 
o heighten the ardor of his baffled 
passion until the microscopic drop 


of water which was her world, 
dried up and tragically 
shivelled 


into nothingness. 


Distant and fanciful as the re- 


semblance may seem, this story 
came back in m»* memory as I was 
reading; the report of the astrono- 
mer, George Van Biesbroeck.'of the 
Yerkes Observatory, on the 
many 


telescopic 'comets 
studied by him 


during the year^!925. 


The filmy forms that the great 


telescope revealed floating m in- 
terplanetary space, invisible to the 
world, at large, had this, property m 
common 
with 
the microscopic 


heroine of the romance, viz., that 
they possessed the characteristic 
appearances of their vastly greater 
sisters of the naked-eye heavens. 


It appears that a comet so small 


and faint that its light is not 
brighter than ihat of a star of the 
sixteenth magnitude, which is 46,- 
000 times fainter than the tiniest 
star that the ordinary eye can see, 
nevertheless is made and behaves 
like a large comet, or what we 
might call a comet "of our size."

The astronomer observing these 


telescopic comets has the advant- 
age over the disappointed hero of 
O'Brien's story in that he can "pre- 
serve the forms of the objects of 
his 
(astronomic) 
adoration 
by 


photographing them before 
they 


fade a-nay.
